Whether tiny working models of 
machinery are worth the labor they 
cost or not, such a collection of mar- 
vels es British amateurs have brought 
eogether in the London Exhibition of 
Engineering Models is at least highly 
instructive. For the most part, such 
productions seem to represent the di- 
version of persons engaged in employ- 
ment very different from machine- 
making. At this exhibition about 100 
entries were made by many varied 
trades—a working steam engine, small 
enough to stand on a threepenny piece 
being one of the smallest engines 
made by three Scotch miners; a com- 
vlete working model of the Maure- 
tania, the work of a bricklayer of 67, 
and.a traction engine, including water 
tube boiler, and superheater, the re- 
sult of a Surrey gardner’s spare time 
efforts, 

More nearly in the line of bis usual 
occupation is the North London op- 
tician’s modern engineering workshop, 
on the scale of an inch to a foot. In 
a anece of 5% by 2 feet, this has 
working models of secrew-cutting 
lathes, planing, milling and drilling 
machines, ete., with an overhead trav- 
elling crane, the necessary shafting, 
pulleys and belts and a engine sup- 
vlying motive power.

A Story of a Negro Whom a 
Hant Always: Attended

The year 1860 marked the acme of 


plantation tite in the. south, a life 
which only persons now quite old have 
lived. There were two sides to slavery 
the one as represepted by the kind 
master, the other by the man who 
considered bis sinve as a mere piece of 
property Naturally the families of 
the more refined class of plaoters form- 
ed a society of their own, and it was 
Among these especially that instances 
ot fidelity and attachment occurred. 
Born to be ruled aud taken care of by 
their masters ns a child is brought 
up by tts purepts, many of these pe- 
groes, after the war oud set them free, 
ciung to their former owners and the 
old plantation bomes. It was there that 
the vegro worked by day ip the cotton 
field and in the evening sang those 
Ineiodies, a product of tbe period, ex- 
pressing a condition that died witb 
the advent of emancipation, The reta- 
tions between waster and siave have 
passed away with the system, and the 
following incident, told me a few yeurs 
after the close of the war which abol- 
fished that system, could Uol possibly

asking for remedies of some kind, and 
the majority of the others will follow 
Within the next month or two, 

In the main, the charges are that 
the present system of hail insurance, 
through the treasury department of 
the government, is inadequate. De- 
lay in acknowledging premiums and 
paying liabilities, unsatisfactoy and 
inadequate inspection and _ slothful 
agents are a few of the charges urged 
against the present system of hail 
insurance by the farmers in the pro- 
vince. , 

Recommendations for compulsory 
hail insurance or for voluntary insur- 
ance with a system of public owner- 
ship, under the management of an in- 
dependent commission, are being made 
by those districts which have suffered 
most and which are anxious to hasten 
action in the matter. 

At present nothing definite is under 
contemplation at the headquarters of 
the U. F. A. here. Hail insurance has 
been a stock bone of contention since 
before 1906. Mr. Fream is at present 
at work preparing a synopsis of the 
expressions of: the various local 
unions, to be presented to the annual 
convention in Red Deer on Janu- 
ary 16. ' 

By the present system postmasters 
and secretaries of school districts are 
authorized to collect premiums at the 
rate of 25 cents per acre; to secure the 
maximum indemnity of $4 per acre. 
The farmer must pay a commission 
of 50 cents to the agent to cover the 
cost of remitting the money to Ed- 
monton, and the farmer is not entitl- 
ed to the benefits until acknowledg- 
ment of the receipt of the money is 
received from the treasury depart- 
ment. Herein lies the first batch of 
grievances. The commission paid to 
the agent is not sufficient to induce 
him to take a careful interest in the 
work; the indemnity is not sufficient 
to secure the farmer againts bank- 
ruptcy in severe cases; the govern- 
ment is so slow in making acknow- 
ledgments that many farmers are. vic- 
tims of the storm before their insur- 
ance is secured. 

It is also declared that the inspect- 
ors are too few urd the territory too 
large, and that this results in serious 
delay. In several districts inspectors 
are charged with ‘‘skipping’ some of 
their territory, and of making unnec- 
eessary trips. Notice of hail must be 
sent by the farmer to the department 
by registered mail; the government 
then forwards lists to the inspector, 
and delay and much useless travelling 
is occasioned by the carelessness of 
the clerks of the department. 

One case has been cited to the sec- 
retary of the U. F. A., this year, of a 
farmer’s premium being returned to 
him two months after the government 
had acknowledged the receipt of the 
money and the acceptance of the risk. 
In seven cases in one district the gov- 
ernmest is alleged to have refused to 
pay the isdemnity on the ground that 
the crop was hailed out before the 
money was acknowledged, while the 
farmers assert that the premiums were 
deposited with the local agent some 
time before any storm occurred. 

In another case a farmer charges 
that his papers were returned, marked 
as refused, at the end of the season, 
but the money was retained, He was 
not entiteld to indemnity, as his crop 
was a full one. 

Compulsory insurance under an in- 
dependent commission is the ideal 
most frequently advanced, The reor- 
ganization of the treasury department 
and. the placing of the insurance 
scheme on a more businesslike basis 
by a few minor reforms is the sug- 
getion of farmers in districts infre- 
auently affected, And it is said that 
in towns and cities there is already 
an embryo agitation to ask that the 
government abandon the: whole 
scheme in favor of the private com- 
pany. 


Nothing Definite About Canadians 

Ottawa.—In answer to a question 
put by Mr. Clarke, Essex, Mr. Bor- 
den, in the house, said he had made 
inquiries as te the safety of Canadian 
missionaries in disturbed districts of 
the Chinese empire. The matter had 
been put before the foreign office of 
the British government, and assur- 
ances had been received that the office 
would take all possible steps to assure 
the safety of Canadians and British 
subjects in China, Also the governor- 
general had received a cable from the 
secretary of state for the colonies in 
effect that as yet it was impossible to 
ascertain just what the situation of 
the Canadians threatened in China 
was. rag Ca

Mark the enormous difference: on 
the one hand she would require at 60 
a capital of $6000 invested at 5 per 
cent. to yield her an income of $300, 
-itn all the accompanying anxiety 
of making safe investments over the 
accumulating period.

The western circuit has been ar- 
ranged in the following order: ‘‘Cal- 


gary, Winnipeg, Brandon, Regina, |

Lethbridge. 


The amount of $17,550 will be spent 
on the races next year.

BIRD FAKERS. 


Bparrows Changed Into Canaries, 
Bullfinches, and Goldfinches. 


Faking common birds to make them 
look like more expensive varietizs is 
a most profitable business. It was 
onl ya few months ago that one of 
these fakers was caught and suffered 
a smart senten * for blincing canaries 
} because it was supposec that they 
sang better. This blinding of canaries 
is «xt:emely common, = shockingly 
cruel, and very hard to detect. Though 
not faking in the ordinary sense of the 
word, it is dons because it is thought 
that the bird’s value is enhanced 
thereby. 

It was down in Waitechapel that 
the blindit.. of canaries was discover- 


ed, and it is down in Whitechapel 
that the bird-faker does a thriving 
business. Almost all the birds that 


am faked are common sparrows, or 
the Jess rare inhabitants of the coun- 
try hedgerows. These birds are so 
cleverly faked that they easily pass 
muster for the rare songster the in- 
tending purchaser is on the look-out 
for. They are exposed for sale in the 
streets with impunity, for it requires 
the eye of an expert to detect where 
the fake begins and the real. bird 
leaves off. 

The sparrows used are bought cheap. 
ly enough from the trappers, who 
catch them on the marshes. They are 
brought to the bird-faker in baskets, 
and change hands at « penny to three- 
halfpence a dozen. These sparrows 
will shortly be turned into canaries, 
goldfinches, and  bullfinches. The 
change from sparrow to canary is not 
a very difficult process. All that is re- 
quired is a strong dye, which is ap- 
plied to the feathers with a coarse 
camel’s-hair brsh. Each bird as it 
is finished is placed in a cage by itself 
to dry. Whe. dry they will fetch as 
much as five shillings as singing ca- 
naries, The dye that i: used will 
keep its color for weeks, and, as the 
bird-faker doesn't remain in the same 
district for long, he has time to clear 
out before the fraud is discovered. 

Many of these fakers, however, have 
a fixed place of business in the east- 
end and sell the sparrow-canaries to 
agente; from whom they draw a cer- 
tain percentage of the profits. That 
the faker is kept busy painting and 
dyeing will ve realized when it is star 
ed that wundreds of these sham ca- 
naries are sold in Loadon every 
month, . 

The easiest thing the bird-faker has 
to do is to cunvert a sparrow into a 
canary. Ther? are other sides of this 
pecugar employment, however, which 
demand the utmost skill and patience 
to carry through properly and suc- 
cessfully. How would you like to fit 
a bird with a new pair of wings and 
a false beak? You would hardly 
know how to begin, and yet so clev- 
erly doeg the bira-faker ~» to work 
that even a fairly close inspection 
fails to reveal the fraud. The false 
wings are. sewn on to the sparrow's 
own wings. ‘hey are fastened with 
the greatest care, each feather being 
laboriously dyed and painted w 
represent the bird it is intended w 
imitate. ‘imis process will sumetime 
take hours befo.e it is properly com- 
pleted. 

New teaks are more difficult to 
fix <n than are new wings. ‘These 
false beaks are ull obtained from 
dead birds, and the bird-taker has 
a large supply of them ready to 
hand. They ure generauy fixed ou 
by means of a ciear, strong gum. 
‘nis is one of the cruel parts of 
bird-faking, for, although adding 
false wings doesn’L intertere with the 
Victim’s ably Ww tly, the addition 
of w new beak must cause it eudiess 
uiscomtort, 

The bird-faker is well repaid for his 
labor. He rzrely gets Jess than 53. 
for a pro,perly “doctored” bird which 
has cost .1m the twelfth of a penny 
in the first piace. One of these 
takers confessed that he had sold a 
pair of piping bulltinches for £20. 
as sparrows Lneir cost had been in- 
signiucent, and though he had 
spent a uay or two painting, dyeing, 
aud ducturing, £20 repaid him over 
anu OVer aga.u.—Londoun ‘LVit-Bits,

To prove its assertion it prints the 
following story by James B. Duncan 
and a picture that shows the result of 
painstaking effort. 

A boukcase large enough to hold 100 
books is an adornment to any bonse- 
hold, and the youngster who is clever 
enough to gather in some nice bits of 
pine wood and then tackle the tool 
box in the barn will be sure to have 
something extra from motber in his 
Christmas stocking. 

Here are the rules to follow: 

In the use of all edge tools, if you 
would avoid cracks and splitting, be 
patient and do not attempt to remove 
wood too rapidly, although the tools 
should be always kept with perfectly 
sharp edges. There is much marking 
out to do, and as this must be accu- 
rately done a good sharp pencil sbould 
always be at hand. In sandpapering 
it is best to wrap the paper around 
a block, as the result is more uniform 
than when the paper is supported by 
the hand alone. 

The three shelves, which are identi- 
cal,in every particular, should Be 
smoothly tinished, giving particular 
attention to the ends; as these are 
visible through the side strips. In or- 
der to fit around the four corners of 
the uprights, the four corners of these 
must be notched out. These uprights, 
after haying been t to jength, 
smoothly finished and the corners 
rubbed down very lightly with sand- 
paper, should bave the location of the 
shelves marked on them and then 
have the holes bored for the screws. 
From half inch wood cut out four 
brackets of such a length as to tit 
closely between the two uprights of 
each end. Six little side strips, meas- 
uring one-fourth by one inch, are re 
quired, which should be flat on top 
and pointed at their ends. 

In assembling make a hole in the 
corner of each shelf and carefully try 
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the screws so as to make sure that 
they will not split the shelf when 
driven home. 

Place the brackets in position apd 
secure them by glue and a smal) wire 
nail at two of the vorpers. Ip attachb- 
ing the side strips use nails witb large 
ornamental beads in the desired finish. 
To conceal the beads of the screws ip 
front similar nails should be driven 
in as close to the screws -as possible 
and directly above them. If preferred 
wooden buttons may be set over the 
beud of each screw and beld by means 
of glue. In order to hang these 
shelves a small hole should be bored 
in the upper ends of each of the back 
uprights. 

These shelves require the following 
pleces of dressed lumber: The sheives, 
three feces 1 by ¥% by 37%; back up- 
rights, two pieces 1 by 2 by 85; front 
uprights, two pieces 1 by 2 by 24%; 
side strips, six pleces \% by 1 by 244%,
